Fellow  Citizens  and  Taxpayers: 


As  1988  came  to  a  close  and  1989  begins,  we  are  finding 
every  year  extremely  busy  at  the  municipal  level.  The  Sewer 
construction  project  has  been  completed  in  1988  and  the  City  of 
Lebanon  started  accepting  Enfield  flows  for  treatment  June  27th. 
Remaining  homes  required  to,  but  have  not  connected  must  do  so 
this  summer. 


The  municipal  water  system  water  meters  should  be  nearly  all 
installed  by  Town  Meeting.  This  will  allow  quarterly  billings 
based  on  usage  for  both  water  and  sewer.  A  full  time  water  and 
sewer  superintendent,  Timothy  Jennings,  was  hired  in  1988. 


Enfield  formulated  a  Land  Investment  Conservation  Program  in 
1988.  Two  property  owners,  Betty  Lathem  and  Eleanor  "Bunny" 
Furlow  donated  development  rights  on  their  property  for 
conservation  in  1988;  many  others  have  expressed  interest. 


The  Highway  Department  has  continued  their  road  improvement 
programs;  the  George  Hill  corner  was  straightened  and  widened  in 
1988  as  well  as  pavement  improvements  on  existing  roads. 


The     municipal    offices    have    been     converting     to 
computerization  and  will  continue  this  task  in  1989. 


Those  of  us  remaining  wish  the  best  of  luck  and  say  thank 
you  for  serving  to  Chairman  James  Simpson,  who  is  retiring  and 
Peter  Russell,  Administrative  Assistant,  who  started  employment 
as  Meredith,  N. H.  Town  Manager  March  1.  We  hope  to  have  a  new 
Town  Administrator  in  late  April  or  May. 


As  you  can  see,  we  have  a  very  lengthy  warrant  before  us  for 
the  1989  March  Town  Meeting. 


Although  we  have  recommended  various  warrant  articles  in  the 
Selectmen's  proposed  budget,  the  only  articles  we  will  mention 
here  and  ask  your  support  for  are  for  a  new  police  facility  and 
the  Henry  Farr  property  for  its  location.  The  modest  Police 
building  is  desperately  needed  as  the  design  has  allowed  for 
future  expansion  if  or  when  necessary.  We  do  not  want  to  use  the 
Poulios  property  for  the  Police  site  as  it  would  then  not  allow 
for  future  expansion  of  Whitney  Hall  for  our  Town  Offices  and 
Library.

ARTICLE  16.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  (10)  ten  or  more  legal 
voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  Conflicts  of  Interest  Policy: 
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CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST  DEFINED  AND  REGULATED 

The  Town  of  Enfield,  New  Hampshire,  pui~suant  to  RSA 
31:39-a,  ordains  as  follows: 

I.  Declaration  of  Policy   Where  government  is   based 

on  the  consent  of  the  governed,  every  citizen  is 
entitled  to  have  complete  confidence  in  the  integrity 
of  that  government.  Each  local  of ficer /employee  of 
the  Town,  whether  elected,  hired  or  appointed, 
including  paid  or  unpaid  members  of  various  Town 
boards,  commissions  and  committees  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  "officer/employee"),  must  earn  and 
honor  that  trust  by  his/her  conduct  m  all  official 
actions.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  to 
ensure  fair  consideration  of  any  application  or 
matter  to  be  voted  upon,  and  also  to  ensure  the 
appearance  of  fair  consideration,  so  as  to  maintain 
public  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  Town 
government. 

II.  An  officer/employee  shall  be  disqualified  to  act 
on  a  matter  before  the  Town  board  or  agency  because  of 
conflict  of  interest  as  follows: 

A.  Pecuniary  Interest :  When  the  officer/employee  has 
a  direct  personal  and  pecuniary  interest  in  a  matter 
before  the  Town  board  or  agency.  Such  interest 
includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  an  ownership 
interest,  a  mortgage  interest,  a  creditor  or  debtor 
interest,  or  relationship. 

B.  Related   by  Blood  or  Marriage:   When  the  officer/ 

employee  is  directly  related  by  blood  or  marriage  to 
the  person  requesting  action,  or  opposing  action  on  a 
matter  before  a  Town  board  or  agency.  Directly 
related  shall  mean  spouse,  parent,  child,  brother, 
sister,  uncle,  aunt,  niece,  nephew,  grandparent, 
grandchild. 

C.  Employment  Relationship ;  When  the  officer/ 
employee,  or  a  member  of  the  officer's  /employee's 
family  (husband,  wife,  child),  has  an  employment 
relationship  with  the  person  requesting  action  or 
opposing  action  on  a  matter  before  a  Town  board  or 
agency. 

D.  Abutter:   When  the  officer/employee  is  an  abutter 

to  the  land  which  is  the  subject  matter  of  action 
requested  or  to  be  taken  by  the  Town  Board  or  agency. 

[One  or  more  of  the  above  grounds  may  apply;  for 
example,  relationship  by  blood  or  marriage  to  an 
abutter . ]

III.  Procedure:  An  officer/employee  shall  be  under 
a  duty  to  disclose  pecuniary  interest,  a  relationship 
by  blood  or  marriage,  an  employment  relationship,  or 
the  relationship  of  an  abutter  when  a  matter  is 
before  a  Town  board  or  agency  of  which  the 
officer/employee  is  a  member  or  participant. 
Thereafter,  the  officer/employee  shall  not  sit  with 
the  remainder  of  the  board,  shall  not  participate  in 
any  consideration  or  discussion,  and  shall  not  vote. 
The  officer/employee  may  remain  in  the  room  where  the 
board  or  agency  is  meeting,  but  only  as  a  member  of 
the  audience. 


Any  person  may  inquire  as  to  the  possible  conflict 
of  interest  of  an  officer/employee.  Such  officer/ 
employee  shall  be  obligated  to  fully  inform  the 
person  with  regard  to  any  interest  he  or  she  may 
have.  The  refusal  to  disclose  shall  constitute  a 
disqualification  and  the  officer/employee  shall  not 
participate  any  further  in  the  proceedings. 


IV.  Removal  Proceedings:  Any  person  may  appeal  the 
refusal  of  an  officer/employee  to  disqualify 
himself /herself  as  required  under  this  ordinance  to 
the  Grafton  County  Superior  Court  and  request  that 
Court  to  remove  such  officer/employee  from  office 
because  of  disqualification  under  this  ordinance, 
under  the  authority  granted  in  RSA  31:39-a.

effective  as  of  the  date  of  adoption  by  the  Town 
Meeting,  except  that  affected  officers/employees  who 
are  in  office  or  employed  at  the  time  this  ordinance 
is  adopted  are  exempt  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one 
year  from  the  date  of  adoption. 

ARTICLE  17,  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  (10)  or  more  legal  voters: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  adopt  a  highway  regulation  that  would 
require  a  permit  before  any  person  performs  work  on  a 
Class  VI  highway  in  the  Town  and  that  such  regulation 
establish  certain  standards  to  protect  the  existing 
roadway,  and  further,  that  the  Town  Meeting  does  not 
favor  a  change  in  classification  of  Class  VI  highways 
to  Town  maintained  Class  V  highways. 

ARTICLE  18.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  (10)  ten  or  more  legal 
voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the  Enfield 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  five  members  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  673:3  and 
appointed  in  conformity  with  RSA  673:5  by  a  committee 
consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Conservation 
Commission,  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  and  a 
Selectmen  designated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The 
Chairman   of   the  Appointing  Committee  shall   be   the 
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Chairman   of  the  Conservation  Committee.     Action   of 
the  Appointing  Committee  shall  require  a   vote  of   at 
,-  least   two   of   the   members.     There   shall  be   five 

alternate  members.  appointed  by  the  Appointing 
Committee.  Each  member  of  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  Town  of  Enfield 
in  order  to  be  appointed. 

Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  (10)  ten  or  more  legal 
voters  and/or  property  owners  along  "Potato  Hill 
Road":  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
"Potato  Hill  Road"  as  a  scenic  road  for  the  purpose 
of  preserving  the  trees  and  stone  walls,  along  this 
road,  which  give  this  rural  "dirt"  road  its  country 
appearance. 

ARTICLE  20.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  (10)  ten  or  more  legal 
voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
the  portion  of  East  Hill  Road  starting  at  the  Crystal 
Lake  Bridge  and  ending  at  the  beginning  of  Spectacle 
Pond  Road  as  a  scenic  road. 

ARTICLE  21.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  (10)  ten  or  more  legal 
voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
Choate  Road  as  a  scenic  road. 

ARTICLE  22.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  (10)  ten  or  more  legal 
voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
Oak  Hill  Road  as  a  scenic  road. 

ARTICLE  23.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  (10)  ten  or  more  legal 
voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
Potato  Road  from  the  Canaan  Town  line  to  the  Grafton 
Town  line  as  a  scenic  road. 

ARTICLE  24.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  (10)  ten  or  more  legal 
voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate 
Spectacle  Pond  Road  as  a  scenic  road.

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ENFIELD  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


The  Budget  Committee  is  comprised  of  nine  members  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  plus  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  designated 
by  said  board.  The  Committee  operates  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Budget  Law  and  under  rules  adopted  by  the 
Commissioner  of  revenue  Administration.  The  members  are  listed 
elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report. 

The  Committee  has  met  eleven  times  and  held  a  public  hearing  on 
February  16,  1989.  Although  its  authority  is  limited  to  the 
proposed  budget  and  its  oversight,  the  members  are  exposed  to  a 
range  of  issues  that  are  important  to  the  current  and  future 
welfare  of  Enfield. 

We  are  particularly  concerned  with  Enfield's  growth  this  year  and 
in  the  foreseeable  future.  We  are  convinced  than  the  town 
requires  a  better  set  of  long-range  plans  and  projections  that  is 
presently  available.  Town  departments  are  being  conservatively 
managed  by  competent  people,  but  concern  for  the  municipal  as 
well  as  the  total  property  tax  rate  has  dictated  postponement  of 
many  decisions  that  in  the  long  run  are  likely  to  cost  inflated 
dollars  for  less  than  adequate  solutions.  Some  of  these  issues 
are  before  us  this  year  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Department 
proposals. 

There  is  a  definite  need  for  longer  range  planning  for  our  roads 
and  bridges  and  for  the  capital  equipment  required  to  maintain 
them.  The  crowding  of  the  library  and  town  offices  will  be 
relieved  somewhat  by  the  proposed  move  of  the  police  department 
from  Whitney  Hall,  but  a  long-range  projection  should  be 
developed  for  this  space  and  for  handling  the  traffic  that  it 
generates. 

The  purpose  of  such  planning  would  not  be  to  commit  Enfield  to 
unnecessary  and  expensive  capital  outlays  but  rather  to  ensure 
that  our  facilities  keep  pace  in  a  controlled  way  with  the  growth 
that  is  occurring.

Dear  Members  of  the  Board: 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Enfield 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1987  and  have  issued  our  report 
thereon  dated  June  16,  1988.  In  connection  with  our 
examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  systems  of 
internal  accounting  control  and  operating  procedures  to  the 
extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as 
required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  The  purpose 
of  our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  to  express  an  opinion  on 
internal  accounting  control,  and  it  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system. 

In  the  following  paragraphs,  we  present  our  comments  and 
recommendations  for  improving  specific  aspects  of  the  Town's 
systems  and  procedures.  We  also  refer  you  to  the  Appendix  to 
this  letter  which  explains  the  purpose  of  our  review,  its 
limitations,  and  the  professional  standards  involved. 

Typically,  a  report  of  this  type  places  a  greater  emphasis  on 
findings  of  a  critical  nature.  Therefore,  to  put  our  comments 
and  recommendations  in  proper  perspective,  it  should  be  noted 
that  the  weaknesses  observed  are  not  necessarily  the  result  of 
poor  management.  Oftentimes,  they  are  due  to  factors  outside  the 
control  of  the  Town's  personnel,  such  as  organizational 
restrictions,  budgetary  limitations,  or  inadequate  software 
systems.  We  have  noted  many  positive  aspects  of  the  Town's 
financial  management  and  procedures  which  are  not  set  forth  in 
this  report. 

GENERAL  ACCOUNTING  RECORDS 

In  the  past,  we  have  commented  on  the  financial  records  kept  by 
the  Town  and  the  need  to  seriously  consider  the  benefits  of  a 
computer  system. 

We  are  pleased  to  see  the  Town  has  followed  our  recommendation 
and  has  purchased  a  computer  system  which  will  be  operating  in 
1988. 
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ACCOUNTING  FOR  WATER  DEPARTMENT  FUND 

At  present,  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Water 
Department  Fund  are  accounted  for  as  line  items  withm  the 
general  operating  fund  of  the  Town.  Since  the  Water  Department 
is  operated  as  a  separate  fund,  we  continue  to  recommend  the 
separation  of  these  accounting  records.

Enfield  Police  Department 

This   past  year-  witnessed  a  substaniai  increase  in  the  number  of 

criminal   complaints   and  calls  for  service.     This   increase  in 

activity  was  most  noticeable  in  July  and  continues  into  the  new 
year.     In  1987,  a  total  of  174  criminal  complaints  were   logged, 

compared  to  241  in  1988.   Calls  for  Service  increased  by  645,  to 

a  total  of  2049  in  1988.  We  attribute  these  increases  to  our 
population  growth. 

With  the  increasing  growth  there  emerges  the  requirement  for 
larger  facilities.  As  with  every  town  of  our  size  in  the  nation, 
Enfield  has  a  requirement  for  a  police  station.  Currently,  we 
are  posted  in  a  small  room  adjacent  to  the  Enfield  Public 
Library.  These  small  quarters  lack  space,  security  and  privacy. 
We  have  reached  the  point  where  space  does  not  allow  an 
additional  filing  cabinet  to  store  the  increasing  documents 
generated.  In  the  course  of  our  duties  we  seize  quantities  of 
drugs  and  firearms  which  must  be  properly  secured.  This  security 
requirement  is  compounded  by  the  fact  that  our  staff  is  dedicated 
to  patrol  operations;  consequently  the  station  is  not  manned  for 
long  durations.  Then  one  must  realize  that  our  clients  are  not 
always  the  best  of  people  or  in  the  best  condition.  Highly 
intoxicated  persons,  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  and/or  drugs, 
are  frequently  processed  at  our  facility.  This  exposes  the 
library  patrons,  including  our  children,  to  an  element  of  danger. 
These  incidents  are  not  just  limited  to  weekend  nights,  but  do 
occur  throughout  the  week  at  all  hours  of  the  day.  Then,  there 
is  the  matter  of  privacy.  For  the  most  part,  we  deal  with 
problems  which,  in  all  cases  are,  or  should  be,  private  matters. 
Our  present  one-room  quarters,  open  to  the  public,  does  not 
provide  a  shred  of  privacy.  Investigations  of  a  sensitive 
nature,  such  as  child  abuse  cases,  must  be  discussed  in  the 
hallway. 

The  proposed  building  and  site  ,  on  Route  4,  was  composed  in 
theory  by  the  Selectmen,  the  Budget  Committee,  the  Town 
Administrator,  and  the  Police  Chief.  Unanimously  we  believe  the 
plan,  building  and  site,  represents  the  most  viable  solutions  in 
terms  of  need,  cost,  site  availability,  and  future  expansion.  We 
would  urge  the  voters  to  favorably  view  the  warrant  article 
pertaining  to  the  construction  of  a  new  police  station. 

As  1988  fades  into  memory,  we  would  like  to  use  this  opportunity 
to  render  some  special  thanks. . . to  Donald  Cantlin  for  his 
expertise  in  our  firearms  training,  to  John  B.  Eames,  our  County 
Attorney,  for  his  skillful  handling  of  our  criminal  cases,  to 
Herbert  W.  Ash,  our  High  Sheriff,  who,  along  with  the  Lebanon, 
Hanover,  Canaan,  and  New  Hampshire  State  Police,  provided  timely 
back-up  service  during  emergencies,  to  Peter  G.  Russell  for  his 
many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  department  and  the  Town, 
and  to  James  E.  Simpson  for  his  total  dedication  and  unselfish 
service  to  our  Town.

During  1988  the  Planning  Board  approved  8  Major  Subdivisions,  8 
Minor  Subdivisions,  3  Annexations,  7  Site  Plan  Reviews,  1  Home 
Occupation  and  1  Excavation  Permit.  There  were  128  new  lots 
created  through  subdivisions  and  annexations.  Site  Plan  Reviews, 
which  are  reviews  of  commercial  property,  increased  this  year, 
with  the  largest  involved  being  Dana  Robes'  Woodworking  shop  and 
sales  studio  located  on  Rt. 4A  in  the  vicinity  of  Lower  Shaker 
Village. 

In  August  John  Goodwin  resigned  as  Planning  Board   Administrator. 
Named  to  replace  him  was  James  Gerding,  who  up  until  that  time 
was  the  Board  Chairman.   Cynthia  Hayes  was  then  elected  Chairman. 

Jim  is  available  in  the  Planning  Board  Office  in  Whitney  Hall  on 
Tuesdays  from  9am  to  3pm  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  plans, 
reviewing  plans,  and  meeting  with  people  concerning  the 
development  of  their  property  within  the  Town. 

The  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  voted  on  at  Town  Meeting 
did  not  pass.  A  Land  Use  Committee  has  worked  since  that  time  to 
present  a  new  draft  that  could  be  accepted.  The  Board  has  worked 
with  them  to  create  a  Zoning  Ordinance  that  will  protect  and 
enhance  the  town  in  the  future.  This  amendment  will  be  voted 
upon  by  ballot  at  Town  Meeting  in  1989. 

This  year  the  Board  has  also  been  working  on  changing  and 
updating  the  Subdivision  Regulations.  These  Regulations  govern 
the  division  of  land  and,  in  some  cases,  the  building  development 
of  that  land.  The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council,  our  local 
regional  planning  council,  and  Jane  Plumley  have  been  most 
helpful  to  the  Board  concerning  these  revisions.

Enfield  Public  Library 


Much  of  1988  has  been  devoted  to  meeting  the  new  state  standards 
for  public  libraries.  As  part  of  the  standards  the  borrower's 
card  has  been  reinstituted  after  a  lapse  of  eighteen  years.  The 
use  of  a  numbered  system  in  place  of  a  patron's  signature  will 
provide  confidentiality  in  borrowing  for  all.  The  process  of  re- 
registering patrons  and  assigning  numbers  will  continue  in  1989. 

Many  new  volumes  were  purchased  for  the  collection,  with 
particular  emphasis  placed  on  the  updating  and  expansion  of  the 
reference  area.  A  gift  from  the  Ladies  Auxiliary-Eagles  #3765 
made  possible  the  purchase  of  large-print  books.  The  recurring 
support  of  the  Mascoma  Valley  Snowtravelers,  Girl  Scout  Troop 
#242  and  the  generosity  of  our  patrons  all  contribute  to  the 
viability  of  the  collection. 

A  New  Hampshire  Humanities  Council  grant,  which  was  shared  with 
Etna  and  Lebanon  libraries,  funded  a  reading/discussion  series 
called  The  Story  of  My  Life.  Enfield  patrons  were  regular 
participants  at  each  session.  In  addition  to  the  elementary 
school  program  the  summer  storytime  was  expanded  to  include  the 
month  of  July.  Special  thanks  to  Francine  Lozeau,  who  generously 
devoted   every  other  Wednesday  morning  to  the  young  people. 

A  paperback  rack  for  the  children's  area  will  be  purchased  with 
the  proceeds  from  the  Friends  of  the  Library  fund  raising 
efforts.  In  addition  to  the  countless  hours  of  volunteer 
assistance  with  the  children,  they  provide  some  much  needed 
double-staffing  in  the  late  afternoon. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  remind  the  public  that  we  are  located 
in  Whitney  Hall  and  that  we  are  open  Mon.  ,  Tues.  ,  Thurs.  ,  l-8pm, 
and  Wed.  10-6pm.

We  are  pleased  to  have  this  opportunity  to  report  on  the  services 
and  accomplishments  of  Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  now  in  its' 
twentieth  year  of  operation. 

The  mission  of  the  agency,  to  promote  health  in  the  individual, 
the  family  and  the  community,  has  not  changed  over  the  years. 
However,  the  scope  of  services  has  grown  determined  as  the  needs 
of  the  community  have  become  apparent. 

The  staff  of  the  agency  has  increased  from  one  part-time  nurse  to 
twenty  individuals  representing  other  disciplines  as  well  as 
nursing,  many  part-time,  as  well  as  a  corps  of  volunteers.  All 
are  caring  and  dedicated  to  keeping  people  in  their  own  homes  for 
as  long  as  possible  by  providing  nursing,  therapy,  home  health 
aid  and  homemaking.  They  are  also  involved  in  making  community 
programs  available  that  support  prevention  of  health  problems  by 
offering  well-child  and  dental  clinics  for  children  0-6  years  of 
age.  Flu  and  blood  pressure  screening  clinics  are  also  available 
on  a  regularly  scheduled  basis. 

This  year  we  have  made  5785  home  visits  to  401  individuals.  1428 
clinic  visits  have  been  made.  There  are  five  parenting  support 
groups,  which  include  36  families  and  86  children. 

As  the  fiscal  picture  for  the  delivery  of  health  care  becomes 
more  cloudy  for  the  future  we  reaffirm  our  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  the  town  of  Enfield  for  their  support  of  the  work  of 
the  agency.  Mascoma  Home  Health  Services  is  a  part  of  your 
community  and  the  programs  are  available  to  all.

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Report  of  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest  Ranger 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than 
normal.  The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again 
children,  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest 
Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but 
only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest 
fire  prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more 
information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the 
responsibility  of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has 
excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is 
needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber 
harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden, 
Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217,  or  your 
local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices 
Law  (RSA  224:54)  goes  into  effect.  This  law,  in  summary,  states 
that  a  person  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if,  in  the  course  of 
buying  or  selling  a  forest  product,  uses  a  false  weight  or 
measure  for  falsely  determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of  a 
forest  product.  For  more  information,  contact  one  of  the  persons 
mentioned  above.

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Hospice  of  the  Upper  Valley 

Hospice  of  the  Upper  Valley  encourages  life  in  the  face  of  death, 
illness,  and  grief.  It  provides  care  and  relevant  educational 
programs  at  no  charge  in  25  VT  and  NH  communities.   During  1988: 

Hospice   served  over  250  patients,  families  and   friends   helping 

with  routine  tasks  and  respite  care  (in  home,  hospital,  or 
nursing  home)  and  giving  friendship,  guidance,  and  information. 

76  sick  individuals  and  74  grieving  people  received  care. 

24  people  from  Enfield  used  our  services. 

50  plus  trained  volunteers  gave  over  2000  hours  to  patients  and 
families  while  a  total  of  close  to  60  gave  about  2000  hours  in 
administration,  fund-raising,  publicity,  and  education. 

28   community   members  participated  in  our   eight-week   volunteer 

training  programs  with  some  taking  it  for  professional  or 
personal  growth  and  20  continuing  on  to  become  volunteers. 

Our  educational  programs  reached  over  2000  peoplej  highlights 
include:  a  panel  discussion  on  the  death  of  a  parent; 
presentations  at  the  Dartmouth  Medical  School  and  area  public 
schools;  hospital  in-services;  talks  to  local  clubs  and  churches; 
the  Annual  Hospice  Sabbath  with  local  churches  participating. 

Hospice   of   the   Upper  Valley   received   national   attention   in 
articles  in  A  RESOURCE  MANUAL  FOR  LOCAL  CHURCHES  and  AGE  WAVES: 
MARKETING  PROGRAMS  FOR  THE  ELDERLY. 

Our  part-time  paid  staff  of  three,  a  social  worker,  a  nurse,  and 
an  office  manager  coordinate  the  daily  work  of  Hospice. 

Our  board  of  directors  oversees  the  administration  of  our  program 
and  ensures  long  range  development. 

Our  major  sources  of  income  are  individual  donations  and  town 
funds.   We  are  not  a  United  Way  agency. 

In  1988  Enfield  allocated  $500  towards  our  S72, 000  operating 
budget.  For  fiscal  year  1988  we  are  requesting  $600  towards  our 
$74, 000  anticipated  expenses.
